Air Mail Suspension 


‘The temporary suspension of the Empire air 
mail serviees which are routed through the 
‘Mediterranean is an unfortunate, but inevitable, 
consequence of Italy" entry into the war on the 
side of the Nazis. "To expose the slower and 
lunarmed machines of Imperial Airways to the 
certainty of attack oy enemy fighters would 
have been folly. The countries principally 
affected are Egypt, Palestine, Syria, Malta, In- 
ia, Ceylon, Burma, Australis, New Zeaiand, 
East and South Africa, and, of course, the Far 
East, It may be possible, when the position in

Readers of the paper 
who complained that they had becn kept wait-

It is customary for newspaper offices to be 
Kept busy answering inquiries from anxious 
subseribers, When King George V died, the 
Unes were kept so busy in this offee that the 
switch-board operator fainted.

Nanking Government Asks Withdrawal from China 
Of Soldiers and Warships of Belligerents 


Nanking, June 13. 


HE voluntary withdrawal of British, French and Italian troops 
and warships from China was requested this evening by the 
Nanking Government in the form of a statement issued by the 


‘Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 


‘The request was made, it was stated,| 


“jn order to maintain peace and order and also to protect the| 


lives and property of Chinese in the area. 


It was stressed that 


withdrawal was being urged to prevent “unexpected eventualities.” 
‘The declaration was approved earlier today by Mr. Wang Ching- 
wei, acting president of the National Government, and other leaders 


at a meeting of the Central Polit 


eal Council. 


In addition to requesting the withdrawal of belligerent troops 
and warships from China, the statement announced that the Na- 
tional Government would not recognize the transfer by a belligerent 
power of its rights and interests in China to the Government of| 


any other nation. 


‘The National Government, tne 
statement asserted, will take “effec 
five measures” to annul such a 
transfer which would be an “insult 
to the sovereignty of China! 

‘The statement follows in full:

‘war, China has maintained a neutral 
sland and. has’ sincerely hoped that 
the European conflict would not 
spread tothe Far, East, With the 
recent declaration of war by Italy on 
Britain and.

‘Drugs. and hospital supplies have 
been coming from England and else- 
where, and these are. issued to the 
subsidized hospitals and other worthy 
applicants, the value of such issues 
averaging nearly $100,000 a month, 
‘The British Reliet Fund has’ done 
specially well in the matter of drug 
supplies, funds and hundreds of 
bales of clothing, 

‘The International Red Cross also 
purchases supplies for government, 
ilitary and mission hospitals (thoy 
settling the bills), since the Red 
Cross representatives in Hongkong, 
Haiphong and ‘Kunming enable shiy 
ments to receive attention and. be 
assed on during these times of 
Uimeult transport.

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ITALY ENTERS WAR 
June 12. 


Signor Mussolin'’s declaration of war, fol- 
Iowing so closely upon the declaration of 
‘Signor Ansaldo's declaration that Italy would 
enter the war if, and when Paris was cap- 
tured, is open to one, and only one interpreta~ 
tion. That is that Herr Hitler has brought the 
Inst’ ounce of pressure to bear to bring Italy 

+ info the war, because he is by no means satis~ 
fled with the way the Battle of France is being 
waged, and desires to avail himself of the 
intervention of Italy in the hope of swinging 
that battle in his favour. Tl Duce would 
have. preferred to have had the outlook 
rather more certain than it appears at pre- 
sent, before he declared war, and his declara- 
tion’ at this juncture reveals the weakness 
of the German position. Signo® Mussolini's 
speech from the balcony of the Palazzo 
‘Venezia is full of the usual rodomontade, the 
usual untruths concerning the western de~ 
mocracies obstructing the progress of Italy, 
depriving it of its right to live and expand, 
and the declaration that the Italian conscience 
is absolutely serene. It is the type of 
criminal serenity which features the actions 
of the totalitarian states, the serenity of the 
cloak and dagger method, ‘There was 
absolutely no reason why Italy should have 
entered the war save because of the desire 
of one man for individual aggrandisement 
to secure which’ he is willing to send thou- 
sands, perhaps hundreds of thousands of his 

- own. young men to a death which might 
never have been theirs. ‘The claim that Italy 
was being strangled ‘becuse she had no 
access to the sea is Just one of those absurdi~ 
tles with which dictators stir the emotions 
of unthinking people, for when has Italy 
fever been denied access to the sea? The 
presence of Italion ships taking refuge in 
many ports of the world, including Shanghai, 
tives the direct lie to that statement. Italian 
‘commerce has at all times moved as freely 
over the oceans as that of any other coun- 
try. It has encountered no discrimination 
‘and has prospered because of that fact. 

‘Without in any way seeking to underrate 
Italian strength it has to be admitted that 
her entry into the war is in more senses 
than one to be welcomed. Nearly ten months 
of uncertainty, and anxiety, which were 
purposely created by the adoption of an| 
ambiguous attitude, have come to an end.’ 
‘The knowledge of ‘where Italy stands has 
freed the hands of the Allies for more vigor= 
‘ous action, and the kid-gloved methods with 
which the blockade has been enforced against 
Italy as a non-belligorent can now be dis~ 
carded in favour of a more direct and 
‘emphatic procedure. ‘The Allied world may, 
‘as My, Mackenzie King, the Canadian Prime 
‘Minister, sald, be breathing hard, but it may 
truly be said'that it breathes easier, A fur~ 
ther, and one of the most important leaks 
in the blockade of Germany has been closed by 
‘Signor Mussolint’s action, undoubtedly with the 
approval of Herr Hitler in a frantic effort to 
bring this war fo a successful conclusion before 
‘the stranglehold upon Germany, which is now 
to be applied to Italy gets in its deadly work. 
‘Thus this latest development is but a measure 
of the desperation of the Nazi government. 
Herr Hitler could no longer wait for the 
capture of Parls before his ally came to his 
assistance. A tremendous effort has to be 
made by Germany and Italy to end this war 
before the autumn. Original German hopes 
that they could do it singlehanded have been 
considerably dampened by the stubborn re- 
sistance which the Allles have offered to the 
enemy hordes and the heavy casualties in- 
flicted upon them. It is to be expected that. 
Maly will strike with all the speed she can, 
that her air force will co-operate in assisting 
in the destruction of French cities and towns, 
though it is possible that the old tradition of 
Italian chivalry will restrain them from 
‘committing the atrocities which have so sign- 
ally besmirched the German escutcheon. But 
it Is not to be believed that the Allies will 
fail to return blow for blow, and will im=| 
mediately bring into operation those forees| 
which have been held in readiness to moet 
just such an emergency as the decision of 
Signor Mussolini has brought about, 

‘There is at present not the slightest reason 
to regard this new development with any 
dismay. It has been said before, but it needs: 
to be repeated at this juncture, that it re- 
Presents nothing new or anything which was

not foreseen when the Allies declared war 
on Germany following that country’s wicked 
invasion of Poland. It was then anticipated 
that Italy would immediately come in on the 
side of Germany. That she did not do so 
‘was of no real benefit to the Allies, but a 
distinet hindrance, which has now, fortun- 
ately been removed. Ever since the out- 
break of hostilities adequate dispositions 
‘were made in the Mediterranean to deal with 
the Italian menace. ‘They have been con- 
tinually strengthened, while the destruction 
of a number of German naval units permit 
ted the British to send further naval rein- 
forcements into the Mediterranean, where 
‘an overwhelming superiority of naval ton- 
‘age and men affords every prospect of the| 
Allies being able sooner or later to secure| 
complete command of, those waters, The 
French may be expected to be able to deal 
with the Italians on the narrow mountainous 
front between Switzerland and the sea, for 
it can be taken for granted that they’ will 
deal as valorously with their new enemy as] 
they have been doing with the Germans. 
‘The promise made by Signor Mussolini that 
‘Mediterranean and Balkan neutrals need ex- 
eet no attack from the Italian forces must 
be taken with considerable reserve. If it is 
intended by such an undertaking to in- 
duce Turkey from coming out in the open 
‘on the side of the Allies and to allay the an- 
xieties of other nations upon which the 
totalitarian Powers have cast longing eyes, it 
is not likely to have much of a lasting effect, 
It must be realized that Signor Mussolini's 
Aecision has been inspired purely by motives 
of gain, and represents a complete negation 
of the ‘agreement between Italy and Great 
Britain of April 16, 1938, in which Signor 
‘Mussolini acknowledge that all outstanding | 
differences between. the two countries had 
been liquidated, the status quo in the Medl- 
terranean. recognized, and the machinery 
Provided for settling’ any further disputes. 
He ‘stands convicted before the world of 
having wantonly thrown his people into war| 
for no valid reason whatever except 
materialistic gain. That the Allies will emerge 
victorious from this war is just as much 
thelr determination now as when they ac- 
cepted the German challenge. ‘The German. 
news agency in its glee over the intervention 
of Italy headed one message “Italy's hour is 
striking.” ‘That is quite true. The Allies 
however will make sure that the phrase will 
have an entirely different meaning from that 
which it was hoped to convey. 











THE GREAT BETRAYAL 
June 13, 

Out of the welter of speeches which have 
heralded the entry of Italy into the war one 
important fact is noticeable, While Signor 
Mussolini, in his address from the balcony of 
the Palazzo Venezia, endeavoured to set up| 
some sort of moral ‘excuse for a completely 
indefensible act, his first lieutenant, Count. 
Ciano, comes out with the truth. On Tuesday 
afternoon he told the French Ambassador to 
Rome that in declaring war upon the Allies, 
‘Signor Mussolini was only carrying out the 
commitments he had undertaken some time 
ago. ‘This confession shows Italy ranking 
8s particeps eriminis with the arch malefactor, | 
and, while Tl Duce endeavours to convince his. 
people of the righteousness of his cause, his. 
Foreign Minister frankly tells the truth to the 
French envoy. That truth was apparent. 
‘enough without Count Ciano’s confession, for 
no government by its actions has so clearly’ 
told the world that it has entered on this| 
gamble in the belief that it will be successful, 
and the hope of being able to share in the| 
‘swag, It is unlikely that Signor Mussolini will 
be particularly embarrassed by the faux-pas 
‘committed by his subordinate, for with a con~ 
science dulled by inordinate ambition, which 
must be served by the disregard of all concep- 
tions of honour, nothing really matters save. 
victory or defeat. The crime which Signor’ 
Mussolini has committed is not only against 
the Allies, and the universal conception of. 
national honour, but also against the people of 
Italy, against the youth of the nation which 
has ‘been deluded by visions of military 
grandeur. The igniis fatuus of a new Roman’ 
empire has been continually held before their. 
eyes, as something comparatively easy to ob- 
taln, and under this illusion thousands of fine | 
young men are to march to their deaths in a| 
hopeless sacrifice from which even those who| 
survive will not benefit. Signor Mussolini 
‘came to power in Italy when that country was, 
at the lowest ebb of its fortunes. By excellent, 
administration it was led back to the paths of 
prosperity, moderate though it might be, and, 
‘was well on the way to much greater heights. 

‘Then, when the future seemed assured, 
when even Signor Mussolini looked for- 











which in 1942 was to mark the resurrection | 
of his country, he demolishes all the good 
Work he has done by plunging his country 
into the maélstrom of war. It will emerge 
from it further weighed down by the heavy 
Joss.of the wealth which was accumulating! 
‘and the economie destruction which the| 
blockade must inevitably bring about. ‘This 
is all the more horrible, when it is remember 
ed that he is foreing his country to run at the| 
chariot wheel of Herr Hitler, that the Italian

If, as it is firmly be- 
Ueved, the Allies emerge from this struggle 
vietorious, no country will have been more 
grievously betrayed than the Italian. Despite 
all the flag-waving, and shouting it is well 
known that the alliance with Germany was un 
popular to large masses of the Italian people, 
and by them entry into the war as some- 
thing no better than a German conscript will 
be regarded with no favour whatever. Tele- 
‘grams to hand state that the Italian Govern- 
ment are already making preparations ade~ 
quate for the conduct of a long war which 
lies ahead. ‘They expect a short war, but 
realize that their expectations stand every 
‘chance of being falsified. Should that prove 
to be the case, what then? A nation im- 
overished by a war started on the eaprice of 
an ambitious man, set right back into the 
appalling conditions from which he rescued 
Italy nearly two decades ago, will have to 
pass through the throes of revolution from 
which it is doubtful whether there ever can 
arise another man to save it, ‘That view Is 
supported by Signor Pantaleoni, former head 
of the Italian Information Service in New 
York, who bases his findings on the reaction 
of-the man in the street against Signor Musso- 
Uinl's declaration. 


Italian newspapers in the United States 
printing an identical leading article written by 
Signor Generoso Pope, adopt a somewhat 
similar attitude.“ 





Pope wrote, ‘in order to cooperate ‘with the 
United States in the necessary task of con- 
ciliation on the basis of justice for all. ‘This 
hope has not been fuldlied, and Italy for the 
first time is at war on a side with which the 
American people are not in sympathy.” ‘The 
tfforts of President Roosevelt to bring about 
‘that conciliation were continued up to the 
very last hour. With him has been working 
the Pope. It was to no avail, and while it 
is claimed that no ideological concessions are 
being made, Italy is drawing closer to Soviet 
Russia, and’ following the same tortuous path 
which ‘Herr Hitler has trod. ‘Thus with not 
quite the same facility as that of Der Fuchrer, 
Signor Mussolini is following the road to 
Canosa, dallying with the enemy of the 
chureh of his people, and all in the wild hope 
that the Rome-Berlin Axis will share the 
dominance of the whole world. ‘To speak of 
Signor Mussolini's action as foolish is to des~ 
cribe it in the mildest terms. ‘The only reward 
he can expect with certainty is defeat at the 
hands of the Allies, while at the very best all 
hhe can expect from a victorious Germany will 
be to see his country reduced to the position 
of a satrapy of Berlin, There will be no such 
thing as an independent Italy should Herr 
Hitler gain the day, but a country which will 
bbe just as easily forced to bend to the German 
will as those other unfortunates for whom it 
is the intention of the Allies to continue fight= 
ing until they have been restored to their ter- 
ritorial integrity. It is a paradox, but never- 
theless true that they are also fighting for the 
salvation of a country which has so rashly 
embarked upon a campaign endeavouring to 
baulk thelr efforts. ‘That is the simple truth 
of the matter, ‘Thus fortified with specious 
excuses for this great betrayal of his country, 
for that is what it is no matter how the pre- 
sent war turns out, Signor Mussolini has torn 
down the exeelient work he was doing for 
Italy and fs leading his country to destruction 
from which only the Allies can possibly save 
it, Were they defeated Italy would stand 
alone against Germany, a most uncnviable 
position from which to seek to insist upon 
Adequate apportionment of the spoils. 








TIENTSIN AGREEMENT 
June 14. 


‘Though it is anniounced that final agree- 
ment has been reached between Great Bri- 
tain and Japan in connection with questions 
relating to the British Concession in Tientsin, 
full details are-not yet available, and will 
not be until the agreement is definitely signed 
in a few days time. It is gathered, however, 
that the settlement with regard to’the silver 
in the British Concession, one of the main 
points at issue, involves that this, will be 
deposited in a bank in’ the Concessién, in an 
account under the joint signatures of the 
British and Japanese Consuls-General, though 
approximately £10,000 or ten per cent. of 
the amount will be allocated for famine and 
flood relief. It is reported that the agree- 
‘ment also covers policing and currency ques 
tions, but comment must necessarily be with- 
held’ until details on these points are pub- 
lished. So an issue which has been hanging 
fire for well over a year has been brought 
to a successful conclusion: and another of 
those matters operating to deteriorate Anglo- 
Japanese relationships has been climinated. 
If there is any criticism that so long a time 
has been taken in perfecting an arrangement 
suitable to both parties, the answer is that 
the whole question was’ surrounded by diffi- 








culties which could only be surmounted by | 


patient negotiation, and the necessity of pro- 
tecting the interests of the Chinese National 
Government which were also involved in 
the matter. It is to be hoped that as a 
result of this agreement, and the one be- 
tween France and Japan, which it is anti- 
cipated will be announced shortly, the 
Blockade of the two concessions will be 
finally lifted, and that a generally better 
atmosphere will result in the northern port. 
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‘Coincident with this development it is in- 
teresting to note that there is a movement 
afoot in the United States to seek for-a better 
understanding with Japan. Since the de~ 
rnunciation of the U.S.~Japan trade agreement 
commerce between the two countries has 
been carried on in the absence of a ¢on~ 
trolling understanding. It speaks well for the 
statesmanship displayed on both sides of 
‘the Pacific that the situation did not deterior= 
‘ate subsequent to the denunciation. If the 
Present movement follows along the lines it 
is to be hoped, in the interest of peace in 
the Pacifle, that it will, it should be possible 
to bring about an all-round improvement in 
the Pacifle which would bring benefits to all 
concerned. There is every reason in the 
world why the Powers interested in the 
Pacifle should work together with the inten= 
tion of ensuring that this particular ocean 
shall live up to its name, ‘They can only do 
80 if there is mutual recognition of the fact 
that all concerned have undoubted rights in 
this part of the world, and that those rights 
must be recognized by everyone. 

That merely calls for the display of good- 
will all round. ‘This journal has repeatedly 
‘argued that a display of general good faith, 
and a real endeavour to understand the 
points of view of the various Powers inter~ 
ested in this part of the world are all that 
is necessary to secure the completest possible 
understanding. ‘That is the only means 
whereby the peace and good order of the 
Pacific can be established and ensured. Many 
of the problems which are still outstanding 
are equally as complex as the question of 
‘the Concessions in Tientsin, but they are also 
just as capable of solution if those concerned 
‘wholeheartedly devote their attention to the 
task, ‘There is still much room for all 
round co-operation, ‘The disposal of the 
‘Tientsin issue marks a very definite stop in 
the right direction, and it is to be hoped 
that the various Powers will be encouraged 
to seck the removal of other irritants which 
do nothing but exacerbate a situation which 
has been extremely difficult for nearly 
three years past. It is to be hoped that the 
reopening of the Yangtze which has long 
been promised has been brought nearer by 
the Tientsin settlement, and that other hin= 
drances to foreign trade will also be removed, 
for in these things lie the establishment and 
continuance of good relations all round, 














ORDERLY WITHDRAWAL 


June 14. 


‘With the German forces maintaining thelr 
pressure all along the line from the Channel 
to the French eastern frontier, it is appar= 
ent that the extra efforts which they have 
made between Rouen and Vernon, north of 
Paris, and from Crepy to Fere en 'Tardenois 
to the east bring the danger all the closer to 
Paris, Judging from the various reports to 
hand it seems ikely that General Weygand 
will fall back on Paris which may become 
the centre of a new defence line stretching 
along the Seine, and the Marne affording a 
natural obstacle’ against which it is believed 
the Germans will expend thelr last efforts 
in this present attack. For the moment the 
Germans appear to be endeavouring to en 
trap large Allied forces in the area north 
and north-east of Paris, but it appears un- 
likely to “succeed because the two arms of 
the pincers have not bitten deeply enough 
Into the’ Allied position to prevent the 
orderly withdrawal which it is reported s 
already proceeding. ‘The evacuation of Paris 
by the majority of its residents has been 
carried out in a manner least calculated to 
hinder the movements of the Allied troops, 
‘and the French Government apparently ex- 
pects that the capital will, unless a miracle 
occurs, be invested on at least two slides, 
‘That is an unfortunate event which may 
have to be faced, for with the completest 
recklessness Herr ‘Hitler is, throwing every- 
thing he has into the push’on Paris, and it 
will not be until the German forces are more 
completely exhausted than they are reported 
to be at present that any counter-stroke is 
to be expected frém the Allies, It must 
here be emphasized that, despite the masses 
of mon and material flung against them, the 
Allied line has not broken, remains intact, 
and that a determined rear-guard action is 
being fought in a manner which does them 
infinite credit, Consequently, it during the 
next few days the present ‘gradual retreat 
continues it need be no cause for surprise, 
and the situation though serious may rightly 
bbe regarded as by no means desperate, 

It Is as well to face tho possibility that 
the enemy may reach Paris in the compara- 
tively near future, and to face the prospect 
now is largely to discount it, If they suc- 
coed in doing so, they will have paid an er 
ormous price for it, for to the grievous losses 
inflicted upon the Germans during the Bat- 
tle of Flanders must now be added the 
ormous casuaities inflicted upon them in this 
rearguard action from thé Somme, which; if 
anything, has been sterner than any seen up 
to the present in this gigantic struggle, To 
place Germany's casualties in the neighbour- 
hood of a million is, in the eireumstances, 
no exaggeration, and the only question is 
as to how long the German high command 
can continue to sacrifice men in this wanton 
fashion. It has been suggested that Herr 
Hitler will seck to make good the wastage 
by calling upon Ttaly for reinforcements, 
It would be an enormous blow to his pride 
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«to Ye compelled to do so, but the man is 
a callous realist, and might very well swal- 
low his pride and adopt such a course. ‘The 
prospect’ of the Italians being called upon 
to replace German cannon fodder, which is 
al the German soldier amounts ‘to in the 
tyes of the German command, may not com= 
mend itself to the Ttallans, but they have 
been plunged into this struggle right up to 
the neck, and it is only in some such sacri- 
tices in the German interest that they can 
have the slightest hope of emerging victor- 
fous. If Mere Hitler believes that the cap- 
ture of Paris will bring France to her knees 
he is suffering just one more illusion. The 

rench perfectly well realize what. defeat 

‘would mean for them. ‘They have seen it 

in Czechoslovakia, and in Poland, and they 
fully realize that’ a German victory would 
bring about the same conditions for them- 
solves. That Herr Hitler may make a peace 

+ offer with the idea of detaching France from 

Great Britain is to be expected. ‘That move 
will fail for the French are determined to 
‘ight on until their beloved soll is freed from 
the hideous thing which has been launched 
jainst them, and the British will continue 

nd increase’ their assistance. 


‘And what is more, should the unthinkable 
happen, even that will not mean the end of 
the war. Great Britain will fight on to the 
very last ditch, It may be argued that 
against a combination of Germany and Italy 
ultimate defeat would be certain, but that 
lg by no means clear. ‘The British fleet, very 
little damaged since replacements and 'addi~ 
tions, have restored the comparatively small 
losses inflicted upon them, together with the 
additional vessels which are to be purchased 
from the United States would still be in a 
position to command the seas, and without 
that the Rome-Berlin Axis can never hope’ 
to win the day. The war can still be pro- 
longed until economic exhaustion, to which 
Italy is even more vulnerable than Germany’ 
brings victory to the Allies, .It is the fear 
of that eventuality which has caused Herr 
Hitler to embark on the most costly attacks 
the world has ever witnessed, in the endeav- 
‘our to win a victory in the field. Neither 
he nor Signor Mussolini can face the pro- 
spects of the lengthy war upon which the 
Allied Government have insisted ever since 
the outbreak of hostilities, and the, present 
race against time which is proving 50 costly’ 
to Germany, and which will prove equally 
expensive {0 Italy, is the only means by 
which the two dictators ean hope to extricate 
themselves from the tolls which they have 
brought about them. These are dark days 
indeed, but they -offer no justification for 
pessimism. The equally dark days in the 
carly part of the last war must be remem- 
dered, and it was only by the exercise of 
that dogged determination, inspired by com- 
plete faith in ultimate vietory which enabled 
the Allies to hold out until the comer was 
turned and the glorious aspect of approach~ 
ing victory became visible to tired eyes. 
‘That same determination, that same faith 
still remains undiminished by the hard blows 
which the Allies have endured. They are 
fortified by the knowledge that they are 
fighting in a righteous cause, and that if 
they fail, ond fait 

will be reduced to a 
in which European civilization as it is known 
today will inevitably disappear. ‘That will 
not occur ; the ineffable spirit of France and 
the determination of Great Britain will see 
to that.

+ Allies, Berlin announced that Italian forces 
had commenced to invade the French Riviei 
no message had been received in Shanghai 
up to the time of writing yesterday that the 
Hatians had made any suich move. Indeed 
apart from a certain amount of naval activity 
in the Mediterranean, chiefly in the way of 
laying minefields and some forays from| 
Bthiopia into Kenya, the week so far as Italy 
is concerned has apparently been one of 
masterly inactivity. Significantly enough, 
however, Reuter’s "military correspondent, 
corroborates the view" expressed in this. 
column that the enormous wastage of. 
German men in France might cad Herr 
Hitler to ask for Ttalina reinforcements, in| 
a message in which he states that it is un- 
officially reported that large quantities of 
Italian troops have been in Germany for] 
ome time. Not only docs this, if it is in- 
deed true—and there is plenty ‘of reason to| 
believe it to be the case,—intlieate the cor~ 
reetness of the estimates of the heavy losses! 
inflicted upon the German armies, but it dis- 
poses once and for all of Signor’ Mussolini's 
allegation that he was entering the war by 
the side of Germany but nevertheless in- 
dependently. He has most definitely drag- 
ged his country into war, and a by no means| 
Popular war at that, to provide Germany with 
more cannon fodder to replace that which 
she has so callously sacrificed. It will not! 
be surprising, therefore, if in a very short 
while the world hears that Italian troops are 
actually fighting in France. When that oc~ 
curs Herr Hitler will have made the most] 
interesting confession, for which the Allies 














have been waiting ever since the drama of 
the invasion of the Low Countries unfolded. 
He will have admitted that he has squande: 
ed his reserves and have called. upon_his| 
partner in erime for assistance. How long| 
the Halians will then stand up under the! 
same slaughter which has been inflicted upon | 
the Germans must naturally be for the 
moment 2 matter of speculation. 


Despite the French counter-attack which 
thrust the Germans five miles back from’ 
Paris on Thursday there has in fact been no’ 
relief of the pressure which the enemy has 
been exerting upon the Allies fom the sea 
to the Meuse. ‘The situation is, therefore, 
just as grave as it has been for some days| 
past, and while the fact that the Allied line 
has ‘not been broken in any material place 
indicates that the position has not worsened 
to any great degree, it has also to be ad- 
mitted that it has not improved. The general 
impression is, therefore, to be gained that 
the enormous pressure which has been main- 
tained will be continued by the use of Italian 
reinforcements the Axis partners apparently 
seeking to force the issue in one huge gamble 
the result of which is not even now in sight. 
Meanwhile Great Britain is rushing reinforce- 
ments across to France at an increasing rate, 
and the men who were extricated from 
Flanders have already been re-equipped and 
are back again to resume the struggle. 
Naturally the numbers of British troops in 
France have not been revealed, but, judging, 
from the number of men called up since the 
beginning of last year, and the large propor- 
tion which must have already completed 
their training, very substantial British forces! 
must now be’ in the field, with plenty more 
to follow. Nevertheless the possibility was’ 
being very sturdily faced by the French that 
before a counter-stroke can be made effec- 
tive Paris might fall into the enemy's hands. 
‘The declaration that the French capital is an| 
‘open town, justified by the withdrawal of the] 
Government from it, has been made in the] 
hope that thereby it will be saved from des- 
truction. It remains to ke seen whether this! 
will prove to be the case or not, for it needs! 
to be remembered that what the Germans) 
fre fighting is a war of revenge for the defeat 
inflicted upon them in 1918, and nothing 
would give them greater pleasure than to see 
that fine city laid low. If it is there must 
be equivalent retribution. Half-measures| 
are of not the slightest use in dealing with’ 
such people as the Germans, and they should 
be told quite plainly that what happens to; 
Paris or London will in turn be inflicted 
upon the cities of Germany. If the declara~ 
tion of Paris as an open town fails to save 
it from destruction, neither should similar’ 
declarations on the part of Germany save 
her cities and towns. 


President Roosevelt, in his speech at Char- 
lottesville, unwittingly gave a complete and 
satisfactory reply to M. Reynaud’s oppeal 
when he pledged full material aid to the 
Allies. ‘The appeal, therefore, loses some of 
its interest, but what is now ‘of the greatest 
importance is the averment by the French 
Premier that “We shall fight before Paris, we| 
shall fight behind Paris, we shall barricade 
ourselves in one of our provinces and if we 
fare driven from it we shall go to North 
Africa and, if necessary to our American 
possessions.” It is that determination, that 
the fall of Paris shall not mean the end of 
the struggle, which is the best augury for 
the ultimate success of the Allies. It follows 
directly in line with a similar’ declaration 
made recently by Mr. Winston Churchill, 
and indicates the complete fixity of purpose | 
of the Allied Governments to halt at no’ 
sacrifice which may be necessary to bring] 
the monstrous thing which threatens the 
safely of the whole of Europe to its knees. 
As long as the Allied armies are in being, 
as long as thelr navies keep the seas this 
fight will be continued. ‘The possibility of 
the Germans being able to reach Paris has 
been recognized ever since its almost 
miraculous escape during the last war. It 
‘was hoped, and still is hoped that even now 
it will be ‘averted, but, as in 1914, so now, 
there has never been any disposition to ac- 
cept the capture of Paris as the crowning 
defeat. There is not the slightest parallel 
between the situation in 1870, and that which 
exists now, and most certainly no disposi- 

‘on the part of the Allies to accept defeat. 
‘There is one other aspect of the matter which 
needs emphasis. It is inevitable that the 
Allied public should hear more of what is! 
being done to them, than of what their forces, 
and particularly their air forces are doing to 
the enemy. It must nbt be assumed that the 
Allies are taking all the blows and deliver- 
ing none in return. The struggle is not al 
‘80 one-sided as casual perusal of the various 
reports which come to hand would seem to’ 
indicate. Finally the war is a long way from 
being ended. So far as the Allies are con- 














yeerned it has only just begun, and, while 


the first act may appear pretty grim, there 
are others to follow in which things will be 
made much brighter by the conviction of 
the Allies that their democracies are still 
very much worth fighting for. 





THE PAST WEEK 
Jame 17. 
While the past week has been grim enough 
in all conscience there is still nothing in the 
situation in France to justify anything 


‘approaching despair. That view is supported 
by the undeniable calm to be noticed in the 
French communiques. ‘The fact is that un- 
der the terrifle pressure of the German on- 
Slaught, in which the enemy is sacrificing 
men and material in completcly unparalleled 
prodigality, the French and British troops in 
{heir various sectors! have been obliged to 
fall back, not in disorder, as the German 
‘communiques would have it, but with a line 
Unbroken, and. completely ‘according to in- 
Structions of the Allied high command. Paris 
has gone. When it became inevitable, 
General Weygand, with complete realism, 
decided not to fight in the capital, and re- 
‘moving all defences enabled the French 
Government to declare it an open city, which 
at any rate for the time being has saved it 
from the destruction which was threatened. 
‘Allied forces fell back on both sides of 
Paris, restored their line and continued to| 
foffer the stoulest resistance to the enemy. 
It is more than a little dificult to reconcile 
all the various reports, but if the alleged 
2,000,000 Germans which are reported to have 
bbeen thrown into this battle are indeed the 
overwhelmingly numerical "superior force 
they are claimed to be, then it is obvious that 
even while manning the frontiers against 
aly, the French must have reserves. which 
it has been believed all along General Wey- 
gand has been holding for a counter-offen- 
five when the moment is ripe. On the other 
hand it is claimed that the largest army 
Britain has ever sent over the Channel Is 
rapidly being rushed to the assistance of the 
French, and it is to be hoped that in the 
not too distant future the Allies will be in| 
‘2 position to turn upon the enemy and wrest 
from them some of the gains they have 
made. Thus the military situation in France, 
grave though St undoubtedly is, is not by| 
‘any means hopeless. The Allies realize that 
‘even now the last word has not been spoken, 
and that when the time comes they will 
strike back with all the means, which are 
‘quickly growing, at thelr disposal. 

‘The most heartening occurrence of the last 
week was the splendid response of President 
Roosevelt to M: Reynaud's appeal. Short of 
war the United States are doing their utmost 
to supply the Allies with war material, and 
an reports are to the effect that it is forth- 
coming in huge quantities. There can be no 
Goubt where the sympathies of the people 
fof the United States lle. ‘They have been 
brought to a realization that an Allied defeat: 
in Europe would not only mean the disap- 
pearance of all those ideals which the Ameri- 
cans revere from that continent, but would 
sooner or later lead to an onslaught upon 
the western hemisphere. ‘That is the one 
agreat fact of which none of the democracies 
an for one moment afford to lose sight. The: 
‘gentle cooings of Herr Hitler to an American 
‘correspondent, declaring that he had no in- 
tentions against the Americas are just as 
much to be depended upon as the assurances 
Which were given Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Denmark, Norway, Holland, and 
Belgium, a formidable enough list of be- 
trayals to make even the most credulous of} 
people hesitate to accept his latest averments. 
It may very well be that soon Herr Hitler! 
‘will send out peace feelers, indicating the! 
moderate terms he would "be prepared to 
offer the Allies, or, perhaps, France alone in| 
a hope of bringing this very expensive war’ 
to an enrly conclusion. It is not believed 
that either Great Britain or France would| 
be deceived by any such mancuvre. At the 
very best it would be only an attempt to] 
secure a breathing space in which to com- 
plete further plans for the ‘final subjugation 
of the Allies, the destruction of their empires, 
fand the reduction of their peoples to the 
hielotry to which so many small nations have 
already been reduced. That is what peace at 
this juncture would mean for them, what it 
would mean for them if some time in the 
Tature complete defeat become their lot. Tt 
is because of this that there can be no a 
fention paid to peace rumours emanating 
from either Berlin or Rome, until the tide of 
victory has been turned in favour of the 
Allies, and. that victory obtained of which 
‘even "now there is not much reason to 
sespair. 

For the second time during the: week a re= 
port came to hand yesterday to the effect 
that the Italians were advancing towards 
Nice, ‘That up to the time of writing had 
not been confirmed. “For the rest, the week 
since the Malian declaration of war has so 
far as she is concerned been featureless. The 
British and French navies have searched the 
Mediterranean for the allan fleet without 
result, and at any rate for the moment the 
Ialian navy. appears to prefer remaining in| 
the comparative safety of its harbour rather 
than engaged in any encounter which the 
Allies are eager to have with it. In northern 
‘Attica the iniUative has been with the Allied 

ir forces, British machines successfully raid- 
jing Malian air bases and wreaking destruc- 
tion upon them. Along the Kenya-Ethiopian| 
orders a certain amount of activity is. re- 
ported, and even some fews of the Italians 
Aitempting to advance on Djibouti. But 
hothing in the nature of a big action appears 
{o have taken place and may not for some| 

to come. What British forces there are 
in Kenya have not been disclosed but the 
Government of South Africa is prepared to| 
send troops that far north should  eizeum-| 
stances render it desirable. On the face of 























it the Malian troops in Ethiopia have been| 
left very much to their own devices. They 
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cannot expect to receive any assistance from 
Italy, and for that reason it is believed that 
their’ forces there will have little more than 
an annoyance value, being completely unable 
to play any important part in deciding the 

sue of the war. Both the Italian and German 
broadeast stations have been busily emitting 
stories of Allied disagreement, ‘These re- 
ports have“been emphatically denied. “They 
are completely without foundation as so many 
of the stories broadcast by the enemy have 
been. ‘These in particular arise from wishful 
thinking. ‘The enemy would greatly like to 
see signs of disunity between the Allics. 
They would presage the early victory which 
alone “can save the enemy from the fate 
which awaits them, for they realize that with 
all the territorial ‘gain they have secured 
each day makes further inroads into their 
resources, which however substantial they 
might have been at the commencement of 
the war ten months ago, are drained at an 
enormous rate, thereby enhancing the effects 
of the naval blockade which will still prove 
an important factor in the ultimate outcome 
of this struggle. 











iO NEED FOR DESPAIR 
June 18, 


A correspondent in a letter to the editor 
today makes a point which it is worth while 
for all to remember: “Always remember 
that from March to July, 1918, our losses 
in territory were enormous, our Navy was 
by no means as strong as it is today, and the 
submarine menace was touch and go, yet 
by August 8 we started the German on his 
way to Berlin, and by November 11 the Ger- 
man nation was on its knees.” ‘There are 
many, “fortunately, who remember the 
tragically gloomy days in the carly part of 
1918, when week after week saw the enemy 
still making headway, the somewhat brighter 
days when it became realized that he had 
been held, and then the three swift glorious 
months when victory was assured. It must 
be readily admitted that the situation now 
{s infinitely more serious, that much more 
territory has been gained by the Germans, 
and that the momentum of German advances 
has only been slowed down in some locali- 
ties. ‘That is bocause the Germans are still 
able, because of their position on the inside 
of the convex fighting line are able to move 
their forces from point to point with con- 
siderably more rapidity than can the Allies. 
That is a very definile advantage, and the 
German command is making every use 
of it. ‘Thus while there has been a slow- 
ing up in the neighbourhood of Paris, 
the enemy appears to have thrown the 
bulk of his troops in France into the 
task of foreing the Maginot line from the 
Fear, even, if a brief report to hand at the 
lime of writing proves true, going to the 
extent of invading Switzerland for the pur- 
pose of turning the southern end of those 
defences. Considerable progress has been 
made in the attempt to bottle up the large 
French forces in that area, but that 
the French will permit so ' obvious a 
move to be successful is not to be ox- 
pected. The probability of a big French 
withdrawal is not, therefore, to be dis- 
counted. ‘That may mean the abandon- 
ment of the Maginot line, and the throwing, 
open of the French western front to the 
combined invasion of the, German and 
Italian forces, and while this would amount 
to a signal reverse, there are some advant- 
ages to be gained ‘in the shortening of the 
Allied lines. 


So long as they maintain their forces 
intact, so long as they can continue to offer 
the resistance which they are at present 
doing, gaining ever more time, and depriv- 
ing the enemy of the quick victory which 
alone can save them from the growing pres- 
sure which must eventually end in thelr 
defeat, the reverse which the Allies have 
already sustained, and those further ones 
which they may expect in the future will in 
the end contribute to the expected Allied 
victory. ‘The whole picture is a by no means 
wholly disheartening one, The formation of 
a new French Cabinet indicates the reaffirm- 
ation of the intention of the French nation 
to continue the fight. ‘The appointment of 
military and naval men in the key positions 
is sufficient promise of-that fact. Great Bri 
tain on her part has already called to the 
colours an enormous number of men, and 
the reinforcements which are being sent with 
the greatest possible speed into France are 
already formidable. Their number will con- 
tinue to increase, and, while apparently 
Great Britain has over five million men 
trained or in training, sight should never be 
lost of tne fact that this by no means reaches 
the limit of the endeavour which the Empire 
can put forth. In the last war it recruited 
and conscripted no fewer than 8,800,000 men 

nd there is no reason why they should not 
do so in this struggle. Thus, even if the 
French forces in France should be more 
‘weakened than they aire it will be possible for 
the Allies to carry on, and if the Axis is 
thwarted of its lightning victory i 
course of the next two or three months, 
which indeed will still prove a trying time 
for the Allied peoples,—the ultimate success 
of France and Great Birtain is assured. Once 
the culmination of the Axis drive has been 
reached,—and that may still be some time 
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Because of the access of strength due to the 
entry of Italy into the struggle—there will 
be on the one hand a steady diminution in 
thelr ability to force the issue with a cor~ 
responding increase of strength on the part 
of their opponents. ‘The situation being 
what it is, it is natural and only to be 
expected ‘that the cnemy should be 
_siduously propagating rumours of dissension 
among the Allies and all manner of peace 
rumours. 





They are definitely answered. by the state- 
ment issued in authoritative London quarters 
that Great Britain is firmly and resolutely 
determined to continue the struggle until 
vietory is won. “Unlike the enemy, whose 
only hope of victory rests in defeating the 
Allies within a few weeks or months, Britain 
is prepared to continue the war just’ as long. 
as it may be necessary to secure the down- 
fall of her opponents, even though it may 
take years to accomplish the task. In their 
unshakable determination to achieve vie~ 
tory, no matter at what cost, the Covern- 
menis of the Empire have the united support 
of their people.” ‘Those are no idle words. 
‘They are redolent with the spirit of the 
Ironsides, of that resolution with which 
Great Britain fought Napoleon through the 
Jong years necessary to bring about his 
downfall, They speak of the determination, 
of a Government which realizes that through- 
out the whole of the Commonwealth there 
are millions of men only too anxious that 
thelr services shall be availed of in defence 
of the Empire, and millions of equally re- 
solute women who will shirk no sacrifice in 
defence of the ideals which ull hold so dear. 
Behind them stand the United States re- 
solved to afford every possible material ald 
to the Allies one of the most encouraging 
developments of the war. There can be 
nothing but the deepest admiration for the 
great bravery of the French. No better 
evidence of the sternness with which they are 
resisting the enemy could be desired than 
what is proceeding on French soil at the 
resent moment. People who can demon- 
strate such gallantry and élan are a very 
Jong way from being defeated, and though 
the outlook is dark, there are all the fea~ 
tures about the present situation which serve 
to inspire hope for the future. It must al- 
ways be remembered that the Allies entered 
this war with the Knowledge and determina 
tion that it would be a long one. It was 
perhaps inevitable that what has happened 

hould have taken place, for those who 
fancied: that, following a German invasion 
the situation could be reduced to a state of 
statle warfare similar to that of 1914-1918, 
completely failed: to grasp the significance of 
modern weapons and thelr methods of em- 
ployment. ‘The time will come, and it is to 
be hoped, is coming swittly when the balance 
of strength will be restored, and then it may 
confidently be expected that the Axis Powers 
will have done to them what they are at 
present doing to the Allies:

‘against Abyssinia. These three men courageous- 
ly walked down Paoshan Road, between the

Economie Replacements

fare fess important than the economic losses they 
‘might have inflicted in the occupation of valu- 
fable industrial areas and the destruction of 
[Some of France's greatest riotor manufacturing 
plants. As in China, so in France: It may some= 
times be better to sacrifice. space to time. The 
‘American pledge to put all the material re- 
sources of the United States at the Allies’ dis- 
‘posal nullifies the French losses. For whatever 
else may be imagined, it is not to be thought 
for a moment that the industrial plants. will 
have been seized by the Nazis in ony other 
[state than in ruins, and they will need months, 
it'not years, before they will prove an assct to 
the invaders. In the meantime, 1 the Citroen 
plant is put out of action, the’ Allies can now 
Fely upon the output of the Ford plant in De- 
trolt; if the Renault. factory is" razed, the 
Aliles ean get replacements for their mechaniz- 
fed units from the numerous factories in Am- 
ferica which can turn out material ‘which Is 
fequally as good. In short, the American pledge 
has made it impossible for Hitler, by means of 
discupting the Allies’ munitions ‘centres, to 
cause the same shortage to be felt by” the 
‘opponents of force” as-is likely very soon to 
jeripple his prodigally-conceived — Blitzkrieg: 
Germany has no inexhaustible resources to fall 
‘back upon. On the contrary, the Nazis’ new 
partner is more likely to be a drain on the 
Feady severely strained resources of Hitler than 
‘anything else.

with thelr huge empire and its resources, would 
have been impossible. But with the pledge, the 
certainty of ultimate vietory is doubly assured, 




















Italy's War Resources 


It is inevitable, now that Italy has entered 
the war, that there should be considerable 
speculation as to how long her resources will 
Permit her to, continue fighting. That she has 
succeeded in laying up some stores is known, 
ut her International credit has not been good, 
Jand she has been unable to amass. sufficient 
Fesources to last any very great while, Nor are 
the opportunities for replacement particularly 
promising. The whole of Italian trade outside 
the Mediterrancan, amounting to 61 per cent. 
of total Italian’ ‘trade “has” been com- 
pletely cut off, and she will have to rely upon 
what ‘precarious business she can do in the 
Mediterranean. That, by Teason of the presence 
of the Allied fleets, will 

eighty per cent. of Ital 
outside “mare nostrut 
remainder from Rumania. She will not be able 
to obtain increased supplies from that country 
save at the expense of Germany, while for coal 
she can no longer expect any sea-borne cargoes, 
‘but will have’ to depend upon carriage from 
Germany ‘by rail. Here again ‘the demands 
which the military are making upon the Ger 
‘man railways will result in these supplies being 
considerably reduced. With a buying programme 
Which hos been lasting only nine months, and 
‘with limited exchange resources the amount of 
supplies cannot be very large in comparison 
‘with the enormously-inereased demands. which 
warfare will make upon them, ‘and the ‘con- 
clusion of British economists that Italy's capac- 
ty to endure a war of modern dimensions must 
be estimated in terms of months rather than of 
years 1s probably correct. Nevertheless such 
estimates need to be accepted with the greatest 
possible ‘caution. It will be remembered that, 
when the Allied clapped down a complete 
Blockade against the enemy during the last 
war, it was confidently expected that they 
would not be able to hold out more than a few 
‘months. The result showed that estimate to be 
completely wide of the mark, for the enemy 
was able to hold out for years. Warfare of to- 
day Is vastly different from what it was then, 
being carried on at a greatly increased tempo re- 
quiring the utilization of larger quantities of 
war material, but even then it may be some 
‘considerable time before the enemy is brought 
to that state of exhaustion rendering them com- 
pletely unable to continue the struggle.

Eight Came Back 


‘Some remarkable stories of individual heroism 
and endurance during the first Allied evacua~ 
tion ‘of Norway are coming to hand with the 
London papers which have just arrived. ‘Thoy 
prove—if anyone except Hiller and Mussolini 
ever needed proof—that the charge that the 
Allies are decadent is ridiculous. ‘There is a 
story how eight Britons belonging to a northern. 
regiment, finding themselves stranded in Nor- 
way, “serounged” a 2,000-ton ship and, with the 
help of two Norwegian petty officers, sailed it 
successfully to Scotland. ‘These men ‘had been 
cut off from the main body of their unit, which 
was dispersed by heavy German bombing. They, 
therefore, missed the transport which bore thelr 
‘comrades away from the scene. The story docs 
hot’ mention” who” owned the ship. they 
“scrounged," but presumably it had been left 
abandoned for the Germans to selze when they 
arrived, These eight youths thought otherwise, 
however, and the two Norwegians, one of 
whom they met by chance on a beach, agreed 
with them. Hence a voyage which must take 
rank with any ever made from the home of 
the Norsemen. Another story tells how several 
Norwegian sailors escaped from the Germans 
In a rowing boat, and rowed and sailed their 
way across the North Sea to Scotland—a dis- 
tance of well over three hundred miles. This 
Almost ineredible feat was Performed "in, be- 
tween ity and sixty hours, This is the kind 
of spirit Which Hitler never took Into his cal- 
feulations when he thought he could. walk 
through the forces of the Allies.

Senator A. Vandenberg Proposes a New American 
Agreement to Stabilize Far East Situation 


GENATOR Arthur Vandenberg, 


‘Washington, June 10, 
Republican presidential aspirant, 


Jast night proposed the negotiation of a new American trade 
pact with Japan ‘to stabilize the Far Eastern situation.” Speaking 


over a nationwide radio system, 


Senator Vandenberg said that a 


“pacified Pacific” would be equivalent to “half our Navy in our 





scheme of defense.’ 


In a dramatic presentation of his 
views on foreign policy, Senator 
Vandenberg abandoned his’ long-held 
Isolationist attitude in favour fo “sym- 
pathetic non-belligerency” favouring. 
the Allied Powers. 

He said it would be essential, how- 
ever, “for the United States to 
regularize” its relations with Japan, 


Speech Significant 

His speech was regarded as parti- 
culacly. signifeant here in view of 
Increasing’ indications "in Japanese 
and American circles that some basis 
for "re-examination of Japanese: 
American relations is now. under 
study both in Washington and Tokyo. 

‘The Republican Senator's speech 
was regarded doubly significant here 
because it cleared the way for the 
Democratic Administration to under- 
take the study of a rapprochement 
with Japan without fear of attack 
from the Republican Party. 


Possibilities ‘ 


While Administration circles here 
have not yet publicly admitted that 
‘such a study is yet under way, the 
possibility of a Japanese-American 
Fapprochement was not denied last 
week by the Under-Secretary of State, 
Mr. Sumner Welles. 

Tnfluential sections of the American 
press also have joified in the move- 
‘ment for some agreement with Japan 
designed to remove the threat of a 
two-ocean attack on the United| 
States in the event of a German 
vietory in Europe. 


Japanese Press Sitent 

While the Japanese press has re- 
‘mained silent on the rapprochement 
‘question thus far, it was recalled that 
the Japanese Premier, Admiral M. 
Yonal, hinted 0 the press last week 
that Japan was planning. some m= 
portant diplomatic move toward the 
United States. 

Significance also was attached to 
other reports from Tokyo indicating 
that Japan, rather than preparing 10 
take ‘advantage of. the Anglo-French 
position in Europe, is beginning to 
fear that an Ttalo-German victory in 
Europe would introduce a new group 
of more powerful and aggressive 
Powers into the Pacific. 

Further indication that the Japanese 
Government has adopted a moderate 
poliey—possibly designed to invite 
American participation in a pact to 
guarantee ‘the “status quo” in. the 
Paeific—was seen in the resignation 
last week of Mr. Fusanosuke Kubara, 

sdviser to the Japanese Cabinet. 
An advocate of an opportunist 
policy in the Far East, Me. Kubara 
attacked the Japanese ' Cabinet for 
‘weak, Kneed policies.” He had 
favoured a declaration of war on 
China, the ousting of foreign troops 
from China and the imposition of a 
Japanese naval blockade along the 
‘entire coast of vsia east of Singa- 
pore. 








Nanking Statement 

Observers here also regarded the 
statement issued in Nanking on 
Saturday by Mr. Tang Leang-li, head 
‘of the Nanking International Publicity 
Board, as another indication | that 
japan’ is not prepared to support any 
immediate action which might further 
antagonize the United States in 
China. 

Mr. Tang said that although China 
intends to open peaceful negotiations 
with the Powers concerned in an 
effort fo obtain the return of for- 
‘elgn concessions and the abolition of 
fextraterritoriality, the Nanking Gov- 
ernment does not contemplate any 
“direct action” in this matter at 
present. 

Tn Washington, it was recalled, the 
Under Secretary of State, ' Mr. 
Welles, told the press last weelc that 
the United States would always be 
‘glad and anxious to improve its, re- 
Tations with any country, provided 
American policies toward other: 
countries made this possible. 

‘Some quarters interpreted Mr. 
Welles’ statement as an. indication 
that the United States would consider 
cooperation with Japan in the Pacific

Four Malian sea-going vessels are 
eid off probably for the duration of 
the war. ‘They are the Conte Verde 
‘of Lloyd ‘Triestino, which 1s tied up 
fat buey No. 16 and 17, the Enderta, 
the Ambe Alagi and the Fi Consolini, 
the latter three being operated by a 
Siro-Italian shipping company here. 

‘The Conte Verde arrived in port 
Jost week and was ordered to remain 
[here until further orders from Trieste. 
‘The suspension of her departure was 
fone of the indications at the time, 
that Italy was on the verge of enter- 
ing the war. She has on board 
proximately a hundred Italians and 
Chinese, mostly members of her erew. 

‘The ‘two ‘Italian gunboats the 
Ermano Carlotto, which left | the 
dockyards of the Kiousin Shipbuilding 
‘ond Engineering Works recenily, and 
the Lepanto, have moved up’ mid- 
stream alongside each other opposite 
the Holt's Wharf.

Neutrality of China 


Shanghai cannot be made to suffer 
the ills of Europe.

Because of, 
JChina's firm decision to. observe 
strict neutrality, to avoid being 
involved in the ‘war, I feel it my 
Jduty to demand the’ withdrawal of 
the’ belligerent forces, in accordan 
with the rights and’ responsibilities 
lof a neutral power.

At Shanghai 


Shanghai, June 16, 

‘Thousands of bales of cotton wore 
in danger of being completely des 
{toyed when a fire broke out in the 
No. 4 hold of a British ship at Shang~ 
hal, at 11 asm, yesterday. ‘The fire 
‘assumed large proportions and at 1130 
pam. flames were scen to be coming 
Out of the hold where 4,000 bales af 
Tndian cotton were stored. The Har 
our Fire Brigade float, Poochi, and 
the Shanghal Fire Brigade float an 
swered the call and firefighters work- 
fed hard to control the flames and to 
keep thom from spreading to No, 
hold which also contained some 3,000 
bales ‘of cotton, 

‘Although all precautions were being 
taken to stop the conflagration from 
spreading, it assumed larger and lar~ 
ger proportions and anxiety was folt 
{for the whole ship as great dificultios 
were encountered in getting the re 
vunder control, 

Breathing apparatus was used by 
the ‘firemen to extinguish the flames 
which were spreading alarmingly, but 
the fire was. finally brought under 
eontvol at lpm. Several thousands 
of bales of colton were considerably 
dampened to prevent their re-ignition, 
‘At4 pm. the fire was finally exting 
guished, but one float remained as a 
Precautionary measure. 

‘The ship, freighter, arrived a few 
éays ago in Shanghai and bad been 
Gischarging cargo at the Pootung 
Wharf when the fire broke out, 

‘The cause of the fire is unknown, 
but sabotage Is feared and a British 
naval patrol was rushed aboard the 
vessel 25 a precaution against any 
other emergency.

News 
from distant Europe and the homeland 
was awaited with {ense expectancy, 
Mr. ‘Knudtzon said. He admitted 
that he bad undergone a great strain 
‘and had worked strenuously, coping 
with the many Intricate problems re- 
quiring his attention, specially matters 
connesied with Norwegian shipping 
ere. 

Mr. Knudtzon went on to say that 
Norwegian vessels still y the Nor- 
Wegian flag, but had ceased calling on 
Norway. He had received and was 
carrying out orders from the Nor 
wegian Shipping and Trade Mission 
in London. 

‘Since the European conflagration, 
Mr. Knudtzon said, Norwegian ex- 
trality rights in this country had at 
no time been threatened. He denied 
4 report intimating that pressure had 
bbeen brought recently by a certain 
quarter for relinguishment of | ex- 
tality rights enjoyed by Norwegians 
in China. Since Norway became 
involved in the war in Europe he said, 
the local Norwogian consular staff 
continued to function as usual and 
dealt with a number of cases within 
Ms Jurisdiction. 

‘After expressing his unshaken faith 
that justice would be on the side of 
Norway in the final reckoning, Mr. 
Knudlzon concluded by saying’ that 
the only properly constituted govern 
‘ment was in London with the King 
‘and Crown Prince of Norway.

Detained at Siccawei 


‘Shanghai, June 14. 

As a result of a traffic offence com- 
mitted by a policeman of the Special 
City Government of Greater Shanghat 
at the interscetion of Route Frelupt 
and Avenue Haig at about 5.30 pm. 
fon June 12, a. French Concession 
CPC. and an Anamite constable were 
detained in a Chinese police station 
until 830 pm. when, through the in- 
tervention of high French police and 
Japanese gendarmerie oMcials, they 
‘were released. 

While negotiations were going on In 
the station a large erowd gathered out- 
side to witness a major argument 
which had arisen between the chauf- 
feur of one of the high Chinese off- 
clals and a passer by.

‘Trae Offence

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Gas Co. Increase 
Sanctioned 


Shanghal, June 15. 
‘The SMC. has approved tho re- 
commendation of the Publie Uulities 
Committee that the existing surcharge 
fof 80 per cent. on the basic tariffs 
{for the supply of gas be increased 10 
450 per cent. on accounts in respect 
Jot consumption periods ending on and 
fatter July 16, subject to review of 
the matter in three months’ time. 

‘An application by the Shanghal Gas 
Co., Ld., to increase the surcharge 
‘was considered at metings of the 
Public Utilities Committee held on 
Friday, June 7, and Tuesday, June 11, 
nd at the Counell meeting on June 

‘The company submitted estimates 
for the year 1940 which show large 
inereases in expenditure as compared 
with 1999, the most important item 
lof which is fuel. 

‘The company explained that the re- 
pair of retorts, technically known as 
esetting, which should take place 
fevery five years, is now considerably 
overdue and ean no longer be delayed 
with safely. ‘This work will take two 
years to complete and is now pro~ 
[ceeding on a considerable number of 
retorts. Resetting cannot be carried 
fon during the winter months since 
uring this period of maximum de- 
‘mand all available plant is required. 

In order (0 cope with demand which 
Increasing ata rate. which, It 
‘maintained, will tax the total capacity 
of the plant during the winter, it 
fs necessary to operate the additional 
water gas plant, and to use consider 
ably increased quantities of Indian 
coal and fuel oll, since the yield of 
fas per ton from Indian ‘coal is 
Breater than from Chinese coal. While 
the cost of all fuels has Increased 
materially’ the inerease In respect. of 
Tndlan coal Is out of all proportion 











Increased Freight Charges 
‘This is almost entirely due to In= 
creased freight and insurance charges 
‘which have risen from Rupees 7 por 
fon in 1939 to Rupees 40 per ton in 
March 1940. Although the quantity 
fof Chinese coal estimated for shows 
Ja considerable decrease, the price has 
ineveased from 16/6 per ton for most 
‘of 1039 to 19/- per ton for the period

Cost of Living of 


Foreigners 


‘ ‘Shanghal, June 14. 

‘An interim report on foreign cost 
of living with provisional "index 
Agures ‘is published today by. the 
Shanghal Municipal Council in a 
special Issue of the “Municipal 
Gazette," which accompanies today’s: 
issue of the “North-China Dally 
News" The study is the work of 
Prof. T, ¥. Tsha, statistician attached 
to the Industrial Section. The ex-| 
cellent co-operation of families who 
have kept expenditure records has: 
made possible the compilation of the 
Index ‘figures. 

"The report contains indices for 
‘American, British, Russian and other 
national groups, together with a pro- 
visional consolidated foreign index. 
‘These separate Indices were compiled 
{to meet the view that “there is no 
‘ingle foreign cost of living” in 
Shanghal. Indices are based on the| 
records of the first three months of 
‘the study, October-December, 109, 
and figures showing ‘relative’ living 
‘costs for eight months from October, 
1039, to May, 1940, are included. It 
Is shown that thefe has been a con- 
tinuous rise in these months. A con- 
solidated foreign index figure repre- 
sented by 100 In October, 1939, has 
risen to 14945 by May, 1040. " The: 
foreign cost of living has, therefore, 
risen by 4945 per cent, since October, 
1090. 

‘The interim. report is presented be- 
cause of public concern with rising 
living costs. It Is stressed, however, 

tthe study is only in’ its initial

Delay in Transfer 
Halts Realty Boom 


‘Shanghal, June 16. 

‘The Sinowapanese hostilities and 
the losing of the land office here 
have hampered the boom in real 
estate In Shanghai. Although there 
Is little diMeulty to effect transter of 
Consular lots under foreign owner 
ship, change of owners on Chineso 
title’ deeds, cannot be made locally. 
Such transfers must be made by the 
Chungking authorities. 

‘The present procedure for transfer 
jot Chinese-owned. property here is 
for the buyer and seller to have a 
Bill of sale recorded with the notary 
Mice of the local Chinese Court. The 
feller gives an under-taking that he 
will transfer the tille deed to. the 
Duyer, when the land office is func- 
tioning again. In addition he furni- 
shes a guarantor (o ensure that the 
title deed will be properly transferred 
to the name of the buyer at the frst 
opportunity. 

‘In spite of the handicap mentioned 
there havo been numerous property 
transfers in the International Settle- 
mont and French Concession in recent 
months. ‘This is partly accounted for 
by the unstability of the Chinese 
dollar. The sales of real estate have 
been done by Chinese and persons 
under Chinese jurisdiction, under the 
provisions of the Land Law of China, 
Promulgated in 1930, but which was 
‘never enforced by the Judicial Yuan, 
‘An English translation of the Land 
Law was made by the British Cham- 
‘ber of Commerce here, prior to the 
China confict. 

It Is learned that recording of’ 
sales of properly in the Western and 
extra-Seltlement areas may be made 
‘with the “Chinese judicial notarial 
offee, if the buyer and seller mutually 
agree to such registration. | 

Sales of property in the summer 
resorts of ‘China have diminished 
with the political upheaval in this 
country, but foreign purchases of 
property in Peltaiho have not been 
Interrupted, as there is ttle dim- 
culty in effecting a legal. transfer 
which is made by the East) Clit 
Association. 

Foreign acquisition of property at 
Peltaiho Beach has increased since 
Peitatho became an integral part of 
Chinwangiao, whose rendition to the 
foreign powers as a treaty port some 
years ago, enhanced lls Importance 
as a shipping and coaling centre.

Gunmen Kill High 
Police Officer 


Shanghai, June 18. 

Crime hit a new high in Shanghat 
when Superintendent ‘Liu Yung-Kuel 
of the Shanghai Municipal Police 
Uniformed Branch was shot dead by 
three or four  desperadoes on the 
corner of Avenue and Ferry Roads 
at 805 am. yesterday. 

‘As was his custom, Mr. Liu left his 
house at Lane 1300, House 20 Avenue 
Road, near Ferry Road, at about & 
am. to go to the office and, while 
walling for a tram, was surrounded 
by three or four Chinese who shot 
‘him in the back. Mr. Lid was hit by 
two bullets, one of which entered his 
back, while the other penetrated his

neck just below the ear, The police 
fffeer fell, blood streaming from the 
‘wounds, while the gunmen, taking 
advantage of the disorder created, got 
away before any police could arrive 
fon. the scene, Mr. Liu was im- 
mediately rushed 
Hospital, but was pronounced dead 
‘on arrival. His body was removed 
fo the International Funeral Directors, 

ithough no arrangements for his 
feneral have yet been made. 

‘The murder ‘was committed on 2 
busy thoroughfare and although. it 
‘was witnessed by many Shanghal- 
anders, the exact number of gunmen 
could not be ascertained, although it 
‘was given not more than four.

‘The late Superintendent Liu, who 
leaves a wife, three boys and three 
daughters, one of whom is married, 
is the second high Chinese pollee 
‘official to die from the bullets of 
gunmen, the first being Superintend- 
ent Loh Lien-kwel, who was shot by 
esperadoes on August 18, 1038,

Tt is absolutely beyond question 
that the Counell does not have to 
pay a US$7,500 salary for Police 
‘Court work while they Fefain Messrs. 
Hanson at a handsome emolument for 
civil motiers. From this, it would, 
‘seem that possibly the real reason the 
USS7.500 figure was agreed to, was)

(3) It is not true that the thirty 
or forty foreign lawyers of Shanghai 
carn presently an average of S$10,000 
‘2 month, Such an allegation is just 
“paloney” as Mr. Bryan's couniry- 
‘men might say. I do not refer to the 
Russian lawyers, amongst whom are 
some very able’ men and first class 
lawyers. I believe that the latter 
have to content themselves with a 
very modest income. T also do not 
refer to the few fortunate lawyers. 
who are dealing exclusively with 
American interest and are usually) 
aid in US. currency. 

Quite the contrary, many important 
firms had to reduce the amount they,

‘May 1 relate the story of a friend| 
of mine to help others trom falling 
into the dimeulties he has encounter- 
ed, Yesterday he visited the com- 
tmissioner’s office and. inquired if a 
draft for summer expenses for him= 
self and family could be secured, He 
‘was told that his tickets must be 
shown ‘before any draft for such a 
Purpose could be authorized, “Today 
with round-trip tickets involving 
nearly yen one thousand he was turn 
ed down absolutely cold, When he 
protested “that he” would not have 
purchased the tickets had he not 
thought he could secure the dratt, x 
shrug of the shoulders was the ofly 
answer, He must now turn back the 
kets ‘and take his Toss as the ex- 
pense of the holiday at the increased 
rate is more than he can afford,

Singh, who alleges he was struck 
with a stick and had his hair pulled, 
‘ogainst Hira Singh, ‘Hazara Singh 
and Ajit Singh, ’ was continued 
yesterday in H. 'M. Police Court, 
before the Registrar, Mr. C. 3. 
Haines, Mr. E, T. ‘Maitland repre- 
vented the plainti, while Mx. 
Ranald MeDonald appeared for the 
defendants, 

‘Jagat Singh was recalled by Mr. 
‘MeDonald for cross-examination, and | 
stated that he was not a Sikh, as| 
hhad been previously understood, but 
a Brahmin, although he ottended tho| 
Sikh religious ceremony at _the| 
Gurdwara, Questioned about what 
happened inside the temple, he denied | 
that whilst Hira Singh was talking 
to the secretary of the organization| 
hhe jeered at him, saying that Hira| 
‘Singh was cross-eyed, He was not| 
drunk and did not challenge any of} 
the defendants to fight, added the 
plaintiff. He produced’in court an 
envelope which contained hair| 
alleged to have been pulled out by 
the defendants during the struggle 
which later took place outside the 
building. Mr, MeDonald sald, “I put 
it to you that this hair merely came

in a normal manner."” This was 
denied. :

Singh, watchman, who told the court 
that ‘on -May 26 he was In the 
Gurdwara talking to Hira Singh, 
when Jagat Singh, the plaintiff, 
interfered, passing certain rude, re- 
‘marks about Hira Singh's eyes.

In dismissing a complaint brought 
by Jagat Singh against three other 
Sikhs, Mr. C. H, Haines, H. M. Re- 
gistrar, censured both the’ plaintift 
‘and the chief defendant for having 
started a quarrel in the Sikh Gurd- 
wara. Mr. E, T, Maitland represent 
ed the plaintify and Mr. Ranald Mfe- 
Donald "defended for three sikhs, 
Hazara Singh, Hira Singh, and Ajit 
Singh, in Heit. Police Court yester- 
lay. 

Katar Singh was called by Mr. 
Maitland and stated that ‘he saw 
‘Hazara Singh pull a baton from his 
pocket and hit plaintiff one blow on 
‘the head with great force. He also 
saw Ajit Singh pulling out Jagat 
Singh's hair with both. hands. ‘The 
‘struggling men were separated by 
other Sikhs. When asked to name 
some of these other men witness re~ 
fused, saying, "E will not give any 
names as Tam getting nothing out 
of the case”. Eventually he named 
two previous witnesses. 

Opening the case for the defence 
‘Mr,”_MeDonald sald that he only 
wanted to put the three defendants 
into the box as he was perfectly 
satisned that the witnesses for the 
plaintiff had assisted his case. sum- 
clently. He added that he believed 
the whole caso to be trumped up. 
Hira Singh was called and stated 
that he had been in Shanghai 10 
years, without getting into any 
trouble, On the day in question he 
‘was talking to the seeretary of the 
Gurdwara when Jagat Singh came 
up to them and made insulting re- 
marks about his eyes. They abused 
each other and were both told by 
the secretary to sit down. When the 
meeting was over, plaintifr challeng- 
ed him to come outside and fight. 


























‘This evidence ‘was supported in 
detail by Hazara Singh, who stated 
that Jagat Singh challenged the pre- 
vious witness to a fight, whereupon 
he sald that they should’ not fight in 
the building but suggested» they 
should go outside. He denied having 
‘2 baton or stick, “Cross-examined by 
‘Mr, Maitland as to whether he ever 
carried a stick or any kind of wea- 
pon, witness replied, “No, but I 
usually carry a bieyele with me.” 
‘This evidence was further supported 
by Ajit Singh. 

In summing up Mr. Haines: said,” 
“the conelusion T have already come 
to is that there is nothing against the 
[three accused. Both Hira and Jagat 
‘Singh were equally wrong in starting 
‘2 quarrel in the temple. T do not 
‘think there 1s suffelent evidence to 
Justify my finding anything against 
Hira Singh. T am therefore going to 
dismiss the charges against all three.

Chegwidden was found in a’ dying 
condition in his house on May’ 28, 
having been bound and gagged by|

Further evidence was given on the] 
question of a rag. which was lost 
during the post mortem, which was| 
conducted by Dr, A. H. Skinner, 
who in a previous hearing had stated 
that he had not seen any rag in de- 
ceased's throat when he made his 
examination. Dr. H.C. Patrick, 
resident medical" superiatendant ot 
the General Hospital, giving evidence| 








yesterday, said that he examined the 
body when it firs, came into the 


hospital on May 28, and came to the 

jusion that he was dead, His 
attention was drawn to the fact that 
there was a Iittle blood on the right 
side of the mouth although there was| 
no external wound, Inside | the| 
throat there was a-foreign body 
which was apparently a grey rag, 
and which filled the mouth to within 
a short distance of the teeth, He| 
Jooked at this but did not remove it, 
‘and then gave instructions for the| 
police to be called. He- was told 
that this had already been done, and 
thaz they would investigate’ the| 
matter. 

In answer to a question by Mr. 
Haines, Dr, Patrick said thay he had 
‘made investigations as to what had 
happened to this rag, and had come 
to the conclusion that a Chinese| 
dresser at the hospital had removed 
it while washing the body, ‘This man 
had admitted removing’ the rag, 
but when questioned by the police 
hhad denied it_ again, 

‘Mr. A, J, Gudzenko, dresser at the 
General’ Hospital, said tha he saw| 
the body on May 28, and noticed | 
ttle dried blood on’ the right side 
of the mouth, which was half open, 
Inside the mouth he saw a grey rag 
but did not remove it, although he 
touched it with a pair of forceps. 

‘The verdict was as follows, 
“1 fd. that Charles" Chegwid- 
den was murdered at Shanghal on 
‘May 28, 1910, by some person or 
persons ‘not subject to the jurisdic 
Hon of this court, Cause of death 
‘was suffocation due to the thrusting|

RESIDENT Roosevelt announced today that the United States

of force,” and will simultaneously harness and speed up the -use| 
of its own resources in preparation for any emergency.

Speaking at the Commencement 
exerelses of the University of Vir~ 
inia, the President, in an address 
that Was broadcast over a worldwide 
radio network, asserted: “The people 
‘ane Government of the United States 
have seen with the utmost regret 
fund grave disquiet the decision of the 
Malian. Government to engage in, the 
hostilities now raging in Europe. 

“The sympathies of the 21 Ameri- 
‘ean republics,” he ‘added, “tie with 
those nations which are giving their 
life blood in combat, The American 
nations,” he emphasized, “are against 
the gods of force and hate.” 

President Roosevelt revealed that 
he had offered the Italian Govern- 
ment his serviees to intercede with 
other powers for a “promise to keep 
‘any agreement that would effect the 
Teadjustments desired by Italy.” 

“But,” “he stressed, “unfortunately 
the chiet of the Italian Government 
was unwilling to accept the procedure 
that T suggested.”

London, June 11. 

Never had a decision to embroil a 
‘great nation in war been taken so 
wantonly and with so little excuse, 
declared the Lord Privy Seal, Mr. 
C. R. Attlee, in announcing Italy's 
declaration of war on Britain and 
France in the course of a statement 
in the House of Commons today on 
behalf of the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Winston’ Churehill 

‘Mr. Attlee, who did not mince his 
words in condemning Ttaly's action, 
told the House that Italy was al- 
ready Mnding what was the might of 
‘Allied sea power. 

‘There was no quarrel, Mr. Attlee 
sald, between the Italians and the 
British and French peoples. “Since 
they became a nation, we have never 
fought the Italians. On the other| 
hand, when Italy, so long divided and 
to a great extent enslaved by the 
Germans, sought in the 19th century 
to become a united nation, it was 
British sympathy and help’ that en- 
abled her to attain her desire. 

“Great Britain and France have 
always been prepared to consider any 
real grievances that Italy might feel, 
and Fight up to this declaration of 
war have sought in every way to 
prevent the war spreading to the 
Mediterranean. ‘They have been 
patient under every kind of provoca- 
tion and abuse.” 


Sordid Materia! Motives 
‘Why then has Italy declared war?” 
continued Mr. Attlee, “I say for com- 
plelely sordid ‘material motives, be- 
cause Mussolini thinks he secs a 
chanee of securing some spoils at the 
‘expense of the Western democracies 
now that they are at grips with the 
brute forces of Germany, 

“Mussolini uses the argument of a 
jackal, which fancies the possibility 
of getting some seraps from another 
deast’s Kill. He puts forward the 
‘argument of a petty sneak thief, who 
hopes to rifle the pockets of a mur- 
deters victim, 

“This is an ignoble role that Mus- 
solin{ has chosen for the great Italian 
people, which has made such a 
splendid contribution to European 

ivilization in the past. 

False to the finest traditions of the 
Roman Empire which laid the founda- 
tions of law and order in. Europe, 
false to Christian faith, false to the 
heritage “of culture and of the

iow it has been possible to conserve 
Part of the country for its legal na- 
tional government,” it. sald, 

“However, the hard necessity of 
war forced’ the Allied Governments 
to gather all thelr strength for a. 
struggle on other fronts and they 
need all their material on these 
fronts, Under these conditions, it Is 
impossible to continue the struggle in 
this country against a superior power 
as formidable as Germany."—Havas,

“Other formations of heavy bomb- 
ers attacked a large number of 
military objectives in Rhenish Prussia 
‘and the Ruhr.

2,000 Bomb in 15 Minutes 

“British bombers last night rangea 
from the mouth of the Somme. to 
Flushing in the north and Mezieres 
n the south and throughout indus- 
trlal areas of the Ruhr,” declares a 
second communique ‘by the Air 
Ministry. 

“Aenioured vehicles and mechanized 
columns which had filtered through 
the left wing of Allied defences south 
of the River Bresle, were hunted and 
repeatedly attacked by medium 
bombers yesterday. 

"R.A. "planes flew low over main 
roads ‘ond woods, attacking moving 
columns with bombs and machine 
guns, throwing convoys into 
confusion, setting woods alight with 
incendiary bombs and silencing gun 
batteries with salvoes of high ex- 
plosives, Targets were plentiful. 

“In a series of Intensive. attacks 
shortly after noon, a large force of 
Falders dropped nearly 2,000 bombs 
within 15 minutes. South of Poix, 3

Battery Engaged 

“Later, enemy forees were attacked 
‘on roads and hits scored on a group 
of tanks. A British raider, flying at 
fn altitude of only 50 feet, ude 
denly encountered a group of anti- 
‘ireraft emplacements, which imme- 
diately opened fire. 

Despite a direct hit by a shell 
removing part of the rudder of the 
bomber, the crew promptly engaxed

"Shortly before midnight, bombers 
flying over the Ardennes’ country 
dropped incendiary “bombs, setting 
‘woods alight and starting many 
explosions.

‘Key railway centres in the same area

NORWAY WITHDRAWAL 


By Smrrusoxtax 


‘The Allied withdrawal from Norway was 
a profound disappointment to the United 
States. Its influence on the final outcome of 
the war was not felt generally to be im- 
portant, but American public opinion dis- 
Uiked to see Hitler score another triumph 
at the expense of a small neutral country 
which had never played any part in prewar 
International politics and which believed in 
isolation just as fervently as any American 
citizen from the Middle West. ‘There was a 
natural tendency to blame Great Britain for 
permitting this to come about, just as there 
was a tendency to blame Great Britain for 
not aiding Finland and making the harsh 
peace imposed by the Soviet Union inevit~ 
able. 

If the unfavourable reaction to Hitler's 
triumph in Norway were compared with the 
unfavourable reaction to Stalin’s triumph in 
Finland, the latter would probably be found 
more emotional and more intense. ‘The Nor- 
wegians did not inspire such enthusiasm as 
the Finns, and Norwegian treason and apathy 
Were more discussed in the press than Nor= 
wegian heroism, But the British failure to 
ald the Norwegians roused just as much 
unfavourable comment as her refusal (this 
word is more usually used than inability) 
to aid Finland. 

If the invasion of Norway had roused a 
new feeling of concern over the outcome of 
the war and a new realization that America 
herself could not be indifferent to the con~ 
tinued expansion of Nazi revolutionary im- 
perialism, the withdrawal from Norway 
rendered’ this awareness of danger all the 
more acute. The optimistic assumption that 
the Allies were bound to win, and that the 
United States could even afford to put ob- 
stacles in the way of some of the economic 
measures which they were using to achieve 
vietory, could no longer be made. 

Many other motives were mingled in the 
tangled web of adverse criticism. ‘There 
was, frst of all, the feeling of hostility felt 
for the British Government carried over from 
the days before the war when demands that 
England should go in and fight could still 
be expressed more cuphemistically as “take 
a firm stand” Hitler, the villain of the 
piece, had got away with one crime after 
another and all the hisses from the United 
States audience could not make the Cham- 
berlain Government follow the accepted role 
of a “Murder in the Old Barn” hero, More 
recently, of course, the British Government 
has been criticized for its foolishness in 
picking a quarrel, instead of reaching some 
‘agreement. 











Such considerations as these details do not 
affect the judgment of the more intelligent 
groups in’ the United States, particularly 
Americans belonging to the Army, Navy and 
diplomatic services 

‘They looked upon the Norwegian invasion 
as a “decoy” war, as a fence designed to draw 
away Allied strength and attention. When 
looked upon in historical perspective, they 
feel convinced ‘that the refusal to engage in 
Norway with large forces will be regarded 
as sound. ‘The Allies ore at the moment 
busily engaged in making their war machine 
as perfect as the German. If they could be 
tompted into dissipating their energies before 
thelr preparations are complete, Germany 
might be victorious. ‘Their criticism is not 
that the Norwegian expeditionary force was 
not maintained and strengthened, but that it 
was over sent in the first place.” They con- 
sider it lucky that the British High Command 
realized in time that a war in Norway would 
only dissipate their strength without in any 
way advancing their chances of vietory. 

‘The other school of expert opinion is im- 
pressed by the lessons learned from Nor- 
Weian campaign on the use of air power. 
‘They do not consider for one moment that 
the aeroplane has rendered the battleship 
obsolete. But they have acquired a new 
appreciation of the damage it can do when 
based upon convenient coastal air fields to 

py surface unit attempting to attack. Under 
favourable conditions, they believe, the 
plane has proved that it ean neutralize the 
naval strength of an adversary, but they 
‘would underline the words, under favourable 
conditions. Norway, in their view, was lost 
when the Norwegians let the Germans enter 
their country and establish themselves in all 
convenient airports. Naval forees alone 
could not possibly cover landing operations. 
Even if the Allies had possessed enough 
planes, they could not have covered the land- 
ing operations and protected the Fleet unless 
they had been able to operate from air bases 
as near the scene of operations as the Ger- 
man. 

‘This version of why Great Britain had not 
been able to make a suecess of the Norwegian 

\dventure was publicly expressed by Ameri- 
can admirals and by the Secretary of the 
Navy himself, Mr. Charles Edison, who were 
hurriedly summoned to. testify ‘before the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee on changes 






































Edison explained, was check-mated by the 
German planes because the British Fleet off 
Norway could not get adequate support from 
the air forces. But, he pointed out, there 
‘was a great deal of difference between operat~ 
ing in the: Norwegian coastal waters and| 
‘operating on the high seas. He could con- 
ceive of no circumstances in which serious 
damage could be done to the British Grand 
Fleet by the German air power. 
‘The political storm which burst over the 
British Government's head on account of the| 
Norwegian failure surprised most American 
observers by its intensity. It was all very. 
well, they felt, to engage in this type of 
debate in peace time, but in time of war the 
lack of national unity was felt to contrast 
unfavourably with the apparent solidity of 
the dictatorial régimes. Given the back- 
ground of American technical opinion on the 
‘h was widely quoted in the press, 
the ‘members of the opposition appeared to! 
‘sat a most dangerous 
in their country's history. As. the 
Washington “Star” remorked, “Throughout 
the Civil War until the tide of battle turned 
definitely in the Union's favour, “Abraham 
Lincoln was the target of precisely the same| 
kind of criticism, hostility, and abuse as that 
levelled at H. M. Government.” 
‘The fact that such a debate was held in 
the face of growing European tension was 
taken as evidence that English people as a 
whole did not even yet regard the war with 
sufficient seriousness, nor did they yet ap-| 
preciate the strength of the Nazi ‘régime. 
British spokesmen had blithely discussed. 
what kind of peace terms Germany should. 
be asked to accept, whether the country 
should merely be required to overthrow its. 
present leadership and withdraw into its pre- 
Munich borders or whether it should be 
broken up into small states, as in the days. 
before 1870, ‘The Norwegian set-back had. 
Jed to a growing apprecistion that the win- 
ning of the war was 10 light matter and 
vielory mo foregone conclusion. As the 
Washington “Post” said, “The prospect that a 
strongly consolidated Germany, with or 
without ay itself have some opinions 
to contribute 'to the post-war settlement ir 
not without definite value. ‘There is much 
to be said for the viewpoint of those who’ 
think that a knock-out vietory for either 
side would result in a punitive and there- 
fore, essentially unstable settlement.” 
‘The “Post” editorial weiter was expressing 
the views of a large section within the Gov- 
ernment who might be referred to as the 
“appeasement group.”

far away to clash, These plants are straggly 
but they do make an effective display. ‘They 
are generally fragrant in the evening and 
it fs sold that the night moths are very fond 
of them. The name was derived from the 
South American aboriginal name for tobacco, 
We also saw a fine group of Spartium junceum 
the Spanish Broom, The slender rush-like 
stems were covered with yellow flowers, 
Ieaves were conspicuous by their absence, 
‘The shrubs had become stragely; but this 
add to thelr attractiveness, In 
another garden we saw some beautiful pots 
‘of hydrangea: this plant obtains its name 
from its cup-like fruit (hydor, water and 
aggeion a vessel).

June 12—We have received a few enquiries 
regarding a yellow “lupin” which is to be seen 
Mowering in the country districts these days. 
‘The plant is Thermopsis fabacea a native of 
China and Siteria. ‘The name is said to have 
been derived from thermos 2 lupine, and opsis 
resemblance (we shall probably be told that 
thermos was the Greek’ word for heat). The 
lupin derived its name from its habit of taking 
everything possible out of the soil: it came 
from lupus ‘a woll. The seed of thermopsis is 
held in high esteem for its medicinal properties: 
it is used for diseases of the eye. The evening 
primrose is another wild flower in bloom at 
resent, this plant opens its flowers in a most 

lia? way: the petals hooked together at 
the top and they complete the operation of 
opening quite suddenly; they are often very 
noisy about the job. ‘The roots of Ocnothera 
biennts as the evening primrose is known botani- 
‘ally, were eaten after meals in days gone by 
as an incentive to wine drinking: we are told 
that they were also used for scenting wine. Writ 
ing of wine reminds us that a local tree which 
ig just beginning to bloom is said to be ex- 
tremely useful to Wine drinkers. We refer to 
Hovenia dulcis or the Japanese Raisin ‘Tree: 
the tree is handsome in appearance and quite 
useful asa shade tree, its flowers are greenish, 
Jsmall and inconspicuous, they are produced in 
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cymes and small globular fruits form in due 
course. ‘The seed {s not very interesting; but 
the seed stalks are; these become thick and 
Meshy. When they are ripe, they have a sweet 
taste and they are sald to annul the effects of 
jwine—W.33. 


June 16—The Spider Wort Commelina com- 
munis was seen in flower during the week-end. 
‘This wild flower remains open for one day only. 
which is a pity for it is sueh o beautiful shade 
of blue: there is a succession of bloom, but we 
‘would like to soe each plant a mass of bloom. 
If the plant could only change its habit we are 
sure it would soon become a universal favourite 
{in our gardens. We also saw an aristolochia. In 
flower; ‘this 1s a common wild climbing vine 
here. The flowers on our local species are very. 
small and purple on the inside: it is probably 
Aristolochia molissima. We are told that the 
local farmers dig up some roots on a certain 
ay each year and make them into a medicine 
which is used as a preventive against Cholera. 
‘The aristolochia is found In many parts of the 
world, one of ‘the species being known, 
asthe “Dutchman's pipe,” another pro- 
duces lowers so large that ‘they are used as 
helmets, Humboldt reported that he had seen 
savages wearing them on the banks of the 
‘Magdelena river, The leaves of A. gigas are also 
used as hats by children in some parts of India.

I next met four aviators—writes a cor= 
respondent to the "New Yorker"—who shared 
common living room during the day in a 
British camp.

Where he came from, he said,

‘The other point for notice is that

‘one of the latter, before the war a 
fragile Dresden-china child, whom 
open air, early hours and the contact 
with “Mother Barth “have already 
developed into a small Boadicea. ‘This 
suggests many after-war problems. in 
the way of dress. Boyish silhouettes 
wilt simply have disappeared. ‘The 
fashion designers will have to recast 
all their ideas. 

But one does admire these girls. At 
the beginning of the war there seem- 
ed to be a certain amount of 
‘theatricalism about their jumping into 
uniform, which was aggravated by 
the number of “Society —clothes- 
horses” who got their pictures into 
the popular press with fulsome des- 
eriptions of all the organizations they 
‘were running. But all this has dis~ 
appeared. For the most part the 
work is done anonymously. For ex- 
ample, in St. James's Palace, rooms 
have been set aside in whieh’ parcels 
for British prisoners in Germany are 
packed and despatched. Tt is a big

Question of Pay 


Aftor long wrangling between the 
engineering ‘union and the employers, 
it has at last been agreed that women 
in the shops shall have the same pay 
as mon after 82 weeks, if by that 
time they are able to do thelr work 
‘without ‘supervision, 

‘The 32° weeks are to be divided 
into four stages during which the 
women's pay will rise. progressively 
according to the skill. After 20 
weeks they should be getting three 
quarters of the men’s ‘pay, the full 
amount coming to. them after 32. 
‘When war is over and staffs are being 
cut down, itis stipulated that the 
women shall be the first to go. 

‘There appears” no reason why in 
the stated time the women should not 
Acquire the necessary skill. The 
“Daily Herald” yesterday published 
1 description of what 1s being done 
in. French armament factories, the 
numbers of which have grown 
enormously since the beginning of 
the war. ‘There are already 800,000 
airls at work in these factories and 
Another million are being recruited 

‘the men go to the army. ‘There 
certainly no defieteney in their 
work. 

Now that our Government has ob- 
tained powers to conscribe the entire 
resources of the nation, we may see 
the same sort of thing here. No one 
Knows yet how the Government's 
new powers will work out. But it 
has already been made plain that, 
Jabour will be moved about wherever 
It fs needed. Well, our girls will be 
ready for it. 














Servants Miss the Bus 


One curious sign of the times is 
that although so many women are 
going into war work there has been 
‘an extraordinary inerease in the 
number of domestic servants looking, 
for employment. Any day now one| 
may see a column to a column and 
a half in “The ‘Times of parlour- 
maids, housemalds and cook-generals| 
‘offering themselves. In peace time a| 
third of that space would have cover-| 
ed the lot and the advertisers were 
mostly registry offlees which had ine 
variably parted with thelr treasures 
before one rang them up. 

‘The “Evening Standard” says that 
housewives are hoping to solve their 
domestic servant problem by means 
fof Netherlands and Belgian refugees. 
But T doubt it. No doubt some re- 
ugees will take house work. But the 
general experience endorsed by 
friends is that more and more people 
are learning (0 do without resident 
‘maids, are having a daily woman and 
helping out in the housework them- 
selves. The difficulty of getting maids 

















enforces it. Foreign girls cost. less| 
than the English: "But wages only'| 
apart. “Until you have been without| 
servants,” said a friend of mine, “you 
have no idea how much they cost in| 
Hight, heat and washing and what a’ 
Tot they eat.” 

‘So it seems certain that no one 
after the war will be able to afford 
any sort of servants. ‘Those who do 
without them now are not Ikely to| 
be tempted back to the old ways by| 
all the refugees in Europe.
